' . mical day, aud likewise consists of 24 hours; but these are separat¬ 
ed into two periods of 12 hours each, those situated between 
midnight and noon being called morning hours (written A. ¥.) and 
those between noon and midnight afternoon hours (written s. ir.) 
The sidereal day commences at the instant of the passage oyer the 
meridian, of the Yernal Equinox, or fust point of Aries. It is 
divided into 24 sidereal hours counted from 0 to 24.. 

In this Almanac is used the mean astronomical time for the 
rising, setting &c. of the moon and planets, and the civil time for 
! the rest. To each month of the Almanacs there *cre devoted two 
j pages. In the first page of each month, the first column contains 
j the day of the week, the second the day*of the month and the third 
• the corresponding .MrJabar date. 

The sun’s rising and setting given in the 4th .and 5th columns, 
■though affording a less accurate means of regulating clocks and. 
watches, than direct observations of the sun’s altitude, may yet be 
useful for common purposes. The times are given to the nearest 
minute, of the sun’s centre being on the horizon and they include , 
the equation of time and the effect of refraction. 

The moon's age (Thithi) at mean noon, given in the'6th column 
- is the »4e<m time elapsed since the moon’s conjunction with the sun, - 
or since the sun and moon had the same L longitnde. The numbers 
in this column represent her age at Trev&ndrum and are expressed 
in days,-and decimal parts of a day. 

The columns 7; 8 and 9-oontain the ihoon’s rising, meridian : 
passage, and sotting. ' - 

The mean time of the moon’s rising and setting is given to 
the nearest minute; this will be found useful to persons travelling 
aud in many other ways. . 

V . The moon’s meridian passage indioates the time at which the : 
■moon’s centre is on tie apper meridian of TreVandrum, and is useful 
in finding the time of high water. When a line, is drawn across, 
the coiuinr. of “meridian passage,” we are to understand that the 
moon does; not pass tie v 0 er meridian on that day at.Trev&ndram. 
This is the case One day in each Lunation, and arises from the 
circumstances of 'the Lunar day being greater, than the Heap.'

23. The Salt Deputy Peishcar should also occasionally personally satisfy 
' himself whether the deliveries of salt to selling Depots correspond with the per¬ 
mits given. He should also, as far as possible, .personally superintend the 
shipping of salt for Koodoochundrums. 

24. All salt contiicatcd under section S of Regulation YII of 1003 shall be 
sent to the nearest Salt Depbt ‘or Bankshall. It shall be weighed, as soon as it is 
received by the Depot Officer who shall-give a receipt therefor to the officer from 
whom it is received and report the fact together with a. sample of the salt through 
the proper channel for the orders of Government. When the article confiscated 
is other than salt, it shall be sold in auction by the Officer confiscating it and the 
sale proceeds credited to Government. 

25. The District Magistrate and the Salt Deputy Peishcar are authorized to 

give rewards to persons who give .information which loads to detection of offences 
under the Salt Regulation according to the folluving scale, out of the sale pro- 
coeds of the goodB which inay be confiscated:— .■ 

If the value of the goods confiscated is 100 Rs. or less, percent; if aWo * 

300 Rs.,50 per cent. 

Provided that no rewards exceeding Rs. 100 shall he paid without the pre¬ 
vious sanction of the Dewaii and that rewards under this Rule may be paid to 
public servants as well as others, if the circumstances justify such a course.

"but as the fort and the few houses that are visible through the 
trees are low, this place is not easily distinguished from even a 
short distance. A church with a whit^front will be seen on the 
beach two or three cables to the north-west of the fort, and a bun¬ 
galow on the hills '2 miles north of it. 

The anchorage off Anjengo und«r 10 ft thorns is foul rocky 

f ound; but outside of that depth the bottom is sand and shells. 

convenient berth is with the flagstaff bearing about N. E. by E., 
and Naimnm hill about 8. E. by 38., in 11 or 12 fathoms one 'mile 
off shore. 

. There is some red table-land about & rn-'les to the north of 
•Anjengo which may denote the approach to it in coming from the 
north; this and other similar table-land along this coast, being 
much higher than the cocoanut trees, when seen from a ship’s 
deck at a greater distance than 7 miles, give the mariner an idea 
that these red cliffs a,re at the water’s edge; whereas the shore is 
all sandy from Covilum to Quilon. 

Qj/ilon.—O r properly Koiion, (Ooulam and Columlrani of the 
old writers,) is situated on the Travancore coast, about 40 miles to 
the north and west of Trevandrum. 

Quilon is a projecting part of the coast, the outer part of which 
called Tangacherri, is a small rocky promontory slightly elevated 
above the adjoining land. 

Quilon is rendered remarkable from the circumstance that the 
Travancore or Malabar Era is reckoned from its re-foundation in 825 
A. i)., In ancient times it was the port of greatest trading impor¬ 
tance on the Travancore coast, and is mentioned in Arabic writings 
as having a trade with China as early us 851 A. b. It appears to 
have maintained its mercantile prosperity down to the beginning 
of the 16th century, most of its trade being carried on with 
China and Arabia, but Hamilton writing about 1700 mentions 
“its trade df inconsiderable.” 

In 1503, the Portuguese under Albuquerque established a 
factory , here, and built a fort which was captured by the Dutch 150 
years later; and in 1742, Quilon became subject to Travancore. 
From 1808 to 1830 a strong British garrison waB stationed here 
which is now reduced to one Native regiment. . , ,. . . 

.Coast.—-T he beach near Quilon is steep and sandy as far north 

as Tangaeheri cove, where rocky coast begins and continues to the 
northward for from 2 to 8 miles, cocoanut groves grow down close 
to the. high-water line. A heavy surf breaks on the shore, making 
landing at all times dangerous, except in native boats. 

Dangerous.—T anga,cheri Beef. The whole of the ground south 
of Tangaeheri point to a distance,of 8 cables, is rocky and uneven, 
and at 61 cables S. 38. by E. | E. from Tangaeheri point is at rook 
that shows at low water springs, with from 4 to 9 feet around it; 
while at’l-J cables N. E, by N. of this rock is another rocky patch 
with only 11 feofc^watcr ovor.it, and three fathoms around it. At a 
distance of one mile W. Sv'Yf. from Tangaeheri point is a rocky 
patch, having only 14 feet over it at low water, with from 3 to ; 5 . 
fathoms around it. The bottom between this patch and tho shoal 
is generally foul anduiueven, '

cheri point is marked by a reel conical buoy in, 27 foot water, 
Bearinspto Factory Flagstaff N, 38, by 38.- distance one mile, . 

• : Latin Church N'. N. W.^.N.^istance one.milei 
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Soma rooky .patches extending parallel with tho shore, and 
it one mile from it, are situated: to the S. W. of the Coffee 

Factory, the least'water found on them was 22'feet. 

• Btror.—The north extrdfcne of these patches is marked by a 
black conical buoy in 35 feet Witfer and bottom.

DmncTioss roll Making Quit, on. When approaching Quilon 
from the northward, vessels should not shoal to less than 13 fathoms 
as off Tangacheri point the foul ground extends to westward -to .

(white) 1! mile north of Tangacheri point is a conspicuous object 
when bearing about east, but a little to the north or south of this’ 
bearing it is obscured by coeoanut trees. Tangacheri flagstaff is 
not distinguishable until close in, as its upper extremity only 
just shows above tho surrounding coooiurat trees. Tho Scottish 
Coffee Company's factory, a large buiidiug with a red chimney in 
the centra, and a large group of: casuarina trees close to the South 
of it are the most conspicuous objects when making Quilom Im¬ 
mediately south of the casuarina trees is a high cocoariut tree, 
elevated above the surrounding groves; when this tree bears E. by. 
N. a vessel will he to the south of tho dangers, and can steer in for 
the anchorage on chat bearing. This will bring her between the 
buoys when she can anchor ns requisite. 

"Ancuoiube.—T he anchorage off Quilon is perfectly open to all 
winds from north-west through west and south to south-east so 
that it is little, frequented by any vessels between May & October. 
The moat convenient- anchorage (October to May) and where it 
vessel will be close to the Port Office is with the chimney of tho 
Coffee Company’s factory hearing about N. .13, and extreme of 
Tangacliari point W. IT. IV. in from d-J- to 5 fathoms sandy bottom. 
During the S. W. Monsoon vessels calling here should not bring 
Tangacheri flagstaff to the westward of north, nor ’Anchor-in less- 
than 8 fathoms. There is little advantage in vessels calling boro 
during this season as communication with the shore, except by 
signal, is impracticable. If intending to anchor close in shore tho 
bast passage in. ia between, the buoys..

. Flaostam.-^-A small flagstaff .75 feet high belonging to the 
Port department has been erected in front of the factory, for the 
purpose of communicating with the ships at anchor, 

Tangaciieki Beep.—Q uilon, besides being a very projecting 
pointrof the Travancore coast, is rendered still more unsafe' to ap¬ 
proach by the bank of hard ground, called Tangacheri Beef, extend¬ 
ing IV miles to tho south-west, and 2 miles to the west of tho point, 

| and 6 miles along tlio coast to the northward. The bank should 
not be approached under ID fathoms water by day, or 17 fathoms by 
night,as it is deep-to. At night, in standing northward along {ho 
j coast with a fresh land wind, be careful to increase the distance 
I from the shore as the vessel approaches Quilon. 
j , vTAti&ACHEKi Si!TTi,Ein;vi'.~-To the west of Quilon, is small and 
formerly belonged to tho Dutch but now to the British.

Tides. —It is high water, full and change, in Tatigsmhori cove 
hours 28 minutes, springs rise 3 feet 4 inches to 2 feet -1 inches, 
neaps rise 2 feet 7 inches to 2 feet 31- inches. 

-.Aibika, or Ivikor river mouth, is about 4 miles north-west from 
Quilon; the entrance is very shallow, with rocks oil it, and patches 
of foul ground out to 7 fathoms, which depth is found nearly 3 miles 
from the shore. A large ship, taking in cargo here, must anchor wall 
out in ti or 7 fathoms. The bur of the river has little more than one 
fathom at high tide; within the entrance, tlio area of shallow water is 
very groat and there is canal communication with Cochin -to the 
north, and Trevandrum to the south.

40 miles from Quilon point, the coast between, except near Tanga 
ekori, is sandy and nearly straight; but 10 miles north of Quilon 
there is a straight indent, which does not, however, amount to one 
mile from iv straight line drawn between the two places. The 
shore is safe to approach into the depth of 5 fathoms, mud ; but it 
must bo remembered that towards Alipoe that depth is found 
nearly 3 miles off. 

Alipee is a projecting pare of the coast of Travancore, where 
trade is carried on all the year round, owing to the peculiar soft¬ 
ness of its mud bank, which, breaks the activity of the waves, and 
causes a largo extent of smooth water, on which vessels anchor, 
hence if waa called Mud Bay by early navigators. 

The present hank is of recent formation; the former mud bank" 
having slowly travelled down the coast and is now located offPnllu- 
nay a small village 15 miles from Alipee Light. 

. As these mud banks frequently shift southwards advice should 
be taken from the Master Attendant as to the best anchorage, : * 

In the fair season, vessels may anchor off Alipee in 8 or 4 
fathoms with light house hearing N. 15. by E. 

In the S. VV. Monsoon the best anchorage is in 4 fathoms with 
light house hearing N. by E. -J B. 

. Lionx.—Alipee has a white Liglit-house 115 feet high. The 
light is a revolving white light of the second .order, attaining its 
greatest brilliancy every minute; it is elevated 113 feet above 
high water, and should he seen in clear weather at-a distance of 
20 miles. An iron screw pile pier 500 feet in length was erected 
in 188i, a little to the south 'of the Light-house.- 

Severe gales of wind are liablo to happen on the coast in

4. Gensital permits will be granted on application to such sub¬ 
jects of this State as possess properties. in or near jungles, infested 
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by wild elephants ; and such subjects will be authorised by the 
permits to kill elephants, but in defence of their persons and pro¬ 
perties only. 

5. Persons killing wild elephants in self-defence will be cramp, 
ted from the penalties specified in para 2 of this notification ; but;

1. All public servants drawing monthly salaries of 80 mpees 
and upwards and named in the annexed List marked A shall be 
entitled to pension under these rules. 

2. The applicant for pension must have served the Sircar for 
a period of not loss than 15 years, on a monthly salary of 10 rupees 
and upwards. 

8. If the applicant’s service fall short of 80 years, he cannot 
have a pension, unless incapacitated for further employment by 
old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or other bodily or 
mental infirmity. Competent medical testimony to sujh in¬ 
capacity shall always accompany an application for pension in 
such circumstances. But when service is more than 80 years, 
such testimony shall nob be required. 

4. Public sei’vants of standing between 15 and 20 years, who 
are entitled to pension under these rules, shall be granted 
pensions equal to one-fourth of their monthly salaries calculated 
. on anaverage of five years previously to the date of the applica¬ 
tion for pension. If the service has been for more than 20 but 
less than 30 years, and the public servant is entitled to pension 
under these rules, the amount shall be one-third of the monthly 
: Salary calculated in the manner above stated. Similarly, if the 
public servant has served 30 years or upwards, andhis case 
. satisfies the rules, the amount of his pension shall he one-half of 

his monthly salary calculated as above. 

5. In no case, however, is the amount of pension to exceed 
A 00 rupees a month. 

6. Pensions granted under these rules are not liable to at¬ 
tachment or sequestration in,, satisfaction of any deeree or order 
of Court.

Rulc 1.—The accuracy o! telegrams is not guaranteed, and the 
sender and receiver must accept all risks arising from lion-deli¬ 
very, errors or delays. 

Rule 2.—Telegraph offioos ip India, arc distinguished as fol- 


(«) Goviuinment Tismighai’k Omens. 


Theso include tko Telegraph Departmental Offices and Postal , 
Combined Offices. 

(i) Railway TiiLisGBAnr Omens. . 

These include State Railway Offices and Railway Offices not 
the property of the State which arc licensed for working under 
Section 4, Act XIII of 1886. Under this head are also included 
Telegraph Offices on Canals. , 

I. —Telegrams are accepted atall Government Telegraph Offi¬ 

ces during tho hours tliej' are open for business ac¬ 
cording to their classification notified in the list.of. 
offices published in the Telegraph guide. 

II. —Telegraph Offices of the 1st class arc open day and night.

(Application for the registration 
of newspapers should be made on forms to be obtained 
at Government Telegraph Department Offices.) 

II. —It must be addressed to the newspaper in accordance 

with its registered title and to the town at which the 
newspaper is registered as being printed and published.
